O’Connell Will Defy Hague 
With Speech in Two Weeks 


Representative Will Demand 
Mayor’s Ouster From 
Democratic Post. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., May 8.— 
(P)—Frustrated in an attempt to 
speak in this stronghold of May- 
or Frank Hague, vice chairman of

BUTLER, ASSISTANT 
FIRE CHIEF, DIES 


Heart Attack Is Fatal to 
Veteran of 10,000 Alarms 
in 48 Years of Service. 


Assistant Fire Chief William 
Butler, a veteran of .48 years of 
fire fighting in Atlanta and termed 
by Chief O. J. Parker “the most 
valuable man in the department,” 
died early yesterday. 

Assistant Chief Butler, who of- 


ten had ‘expressed ‘a “wish to “die? 


on the job,” was stritken about 

two weeks ago. He was taken to 

a hospital three days ago. Death 

was attributed to heart trouble. 
He was in his 72d year, 


Refused Chief’s Post. 

Assistant Chief Butler, who 
turned down the post of chief a 
few years ago because he “pre- 
ferred to stay downstairs with the 
boys,” had. answered at least 10,- 
000 alarms in his long career and 
had seen the growth of the de- 
partment from horse-drawn ve- 
hicles and a handful of men to its 


}present modern motorized equip- 


ment and personnel of more than 
300. 

Born in Ireland, he came to this 
country as a young man. He join- 
ed the fire department November 
7, 1889. Seven years previously, 
the city’s paid fire department 
had been organized, with Matt 
Ryan serving as Chief’until 1885. 
Ryan was succeeded as chief by 
W. R. Joyner, who served until 
1907. 

When Assistant Chief Suthir 
who was born July 12, 1866, be- 
came a member of the depart- 
ment, there were only five com- 
panies in the city, with 11 men to 
a station. Now there are 19 com- 
panies, with a total of 320 men in 
the department. 

Baptism of Fire. 

The young -fireman soon re- 
ceived a genuine baptism of fire. 
This was when the old Markham 
House, a hotel on Central avenue, 
facing Wall street, burned in the 
early 90’s. Although no one was 
killed in the blaze, it was one of 
the biggest and “toughest” in the 
city’s fire fighting annals. 

Assistant Chief Butler acquitted 
himself well, and soon gained a 
reputation as a fearless “smoke- 
eater.” 

As examples of his courage, 
comrades yesterday recalled that 
he was injured many years ago 
when he fell through a hole in a 


the Beck & Gregg Hardware store 
on Marietta street. 

The hole had been cut for ven- 
tilation purposes. Thick smoke 
made visibility poor, but Butler 
kept on going an¢ fell 20 feet into 
the basement. The accident kept 
him inactive for a month. 

Another time, while fighting an 
apartment house fire on Ponce de 
Leon avenue, near Bonaventure 
avenue, he fell from a concrete 
wall. This also put him on the in- 
jured list for several weeks.

Both Nations Seeking To 
Oust Haile Selassie as 
Member of League; Ne- 
gus To Be Represented. 


CHINESE QUESTION 
STILL UNKNOWN ‘X’ 


101st Session of Council 
Will Open Today in 
Geneva, Switzerland. 


GENEVA, May 8.—(4)—Britain 
and France, confident of winning 
freedom for themselves and oth- 
er League of Nations members 
to recognize the Italian conquest 
of Ethiopia, today mapped the 
next step of their “realistic” di- 
plomacy-—-an effort to oust Haile 
Selassie, Ethiopia’s emperor-in- 
exile. 

The right of the swarthy, beard- 
ed little Negus to be represented 
when the 10list session of the 
League council opens tomorrow 
will not be contested, British dip- 
lolomats said. 

However, both British and 
French legal experts, it was learn- 
ed in League quarters, have con- 
sulted League authorities seeking 
a loophole in the covenant through 
which Selassie might. be ejected 
from the League. 

Drawing Plans. 

The British and French were 
said to be drawing up plans in 
readiness for action in the League 
assembly which meets Septem- 
ber 5. 

So long as Ethiopia, even tech- 
nically, remains a member of the 
League through the representation 
of her vanquished emperor, France 
and Britain regard as impossible 
any chance of Italy associating 
herself with League action. 

Both the British, who came to 
Geneva with the largest delega- 
tion in years, and the French, 
whose foreign minister, Georges 
Bonnet, is expected tomorrow, in- 
dicated they expected little trou- 
ble on two other important ques- 
tions before the council: 

1.—Switzerland’s appeal to be 
relieved of the obligation to join 
other nations in any punitive 
measures the League might adopt 
tospunish aggressors. 

2.—The Spanish government’s 
proposal for League action to force 
Italy and Germany to withdraw 
both men and equipment from the 
Insurgent side in the civil war. 

Unknown “X.” 

China remained the unknown 
“X.” Viscount Halifax, British for- 
eign secretary, concerned by what 
might happen when the question 
of the Chinese-Japanese war crops 
up, had an exploratory conference 
with Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, 
ambassador to Paris and leading 
European representative of China. 

The French said Switzerland’s 
request would be granted in line 
with a general understanding that 
sanctions are no longer obliga- 
tory. 

Government Spain’s spokesman, 
Julio Alvarez Del Vayo, will be 
told that the question of interven- 
tion in Spain is being handled by 
the London non-intervention com- 
mittee and that the council will 
not interfere.

Gomez Scheduled To Show 
Hand Today on Separa- 
tion Request. 


NEW YORK; May 8.—(UP) 
(Lefty) Gomez, the Yankees’ fire-

“DICTATORS DIVIDE 
GENT RAL EUROPE 
INTO TWO SPHERES 


Fascists Emphasize Pact 
With Britain Will Not 
Stand in Way of Italo- 
German Collaboration. 


FUEHRER WATCHES 
PLANES MAKE WAR 


Valley Is Torn to Pieces 
in Demonstration of 
Various Bombardments. 


ROME, May 8.—(4)—A bargain 
to divide central Europe and the 
Balkans into Italo - German 
spheres of influence appeared to- 
night to be the major outcome of 
Adolf Hitler’s $30,000,000 visit to 
Italy. 

High Fascist quarters today 
made it clear Italy’s Easter agree- 
ment with Great Britain did not 
weaken the Italo-German work- 
ing agreement. 

Hitler was said to have a free 
hand in Czechoslovakia, as far as 
Italy is concerned, and in return 
he promised to respect Italian in- 
terests in the Danubian and Bal- 
kan regions. 

This was indicated strongly by 
high Fascist quarters as the 
Fuehrer spent his final day here 
watching the Italian air force dis- 
play: its knowledge of how to 
make war from the skies. 

King Vitterio Emmanuele and 
Premier Mussolini accompanied 
their guest to the Tyrrhenian coast 
where two 23,000-ton condemned 
merchantmen were sunk off Fur- 
bara and tons of bombs’ were 
dropped in a mock battle in which 
400 airplanes took part. 

Valley Torn to Pieces. 

A few miles away, at Santa Ma- 
rinella, a valley was torn to pieces 
in a demonstration of various 
forms of shelling. 

Tomorrow morning Hitler will 
leave for Florence and after 10 
hours there, to be devoted chiefly 
to seeing the city’s art treasures, 
he will entrain for Germany. 

The Italo-German program as 
pictured here was: 

Mussolini will not oppose Hitler 
in anything he wants - to do -in 
Czechoslovakia. 

In Yugoslavia and _ Bulgaria, 
Mussolini’s political influence will 
be paramount with a division of 
trade between the two. 

Equal in Hungary. 

In Hungary, their interests will 
be more or less equal while Ru- 
mania would be brought into the 
constellation when she composed 
her frontier and minority trou- 
bles with Hungary. 

President Eduard Benes, of 
Czechoslovakia, was expected in 
Italian quarters to attempt to ob- 
tain an agreement with Hitler to 
ward off immediate pressure on 
his state as Poland did with her 
10-year treaty guaranteeing Po- 
morze (the Polish Corridor). 

While the contents of their ba 
gain gradually were being di 
closed, some members of the Ger- 
man delegation described Hitler’s 
solemn guarantee of the present 
frontier between Germany and 
Italy as “a colossal sacrifice.” 

This renunciation of the South 
Tyrol—the region where many 
Germans live and which Italy got 
as part of the World War settle- 
ment—the Germans said _ they 
could explain only on the grounds 
that Mussolini’s reported assur- 
ances of a free hand for Hitler in 
Czechoslovakia must have been 
very far-reaching, 

Germans Disappointed. 

These Germans—minor mem- 
bers of the German delegation— 
indicated they hoped against hope 
until Hitler rose to speake last 
night that Mussolini might yet 
cede the German-speaking portion 
of South Tyrol to his Nazi friend.

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NLRB CLAIMS RIGHT 
TO REOPEN CASES 
ALREADY DECIDED 


If U. S. Loses in Republic 
Steel Clash, It Will Go to 
Supreme Court. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 8.—(4)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board today promised a legal bat- 
tle to establish its power to re- 
open cases in which it has handed 
down decisions. 

Charles Fahy, general counsel 
for the board, said the United 
States district court of appeals 
would be asked tomorrow to dis- 
miss a restraining order that pre- 
vented the board from temporarily 
reopening its Republic Steel Cor- 
poration case. 

Unless the court vacates the or- 
der, Fahy said, the board will go 
at once before the supreme court 
“for a pre-emptory writ of man- 
damus” forcing that action. 

The case came to the circuit 
court on an appeal of Republic 
Steel from a labor board order to 
reinstate 5,000 employes dismissed 
at five Ohio plants during the 
“Little Steel” strike last summer. 

The order stays reopening of the 
case until the court rules Friday 
whether the NLRB should bring 
to court the certified record of 
testimony concerning the steel 
company taken at hearings.

Counsel for the Ford Motor Com- 
pany notified the National Labor 
Relations Board today of inten- 
tions to carry to the United States 
supreme court its fight to prevent 
the board from regaining juris- 
diction of its case against the com- 
pany.

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20,000,000 More Chinese 


Are Pitted Against Invader 


Two Heretofore Indifferent Provinces in South Begin 
Herculean Task of Providing New “Lifeline” for 
Manitions to India and French Indo-China. 


SHANGHAI, May 8.—(4)—Jap- 
anese military authorities today 
reported a smash ng victory over 
a Chinese guerrilla force partici- 
pating in an apparently co-ordi- 
nated effort to break Japan’s hold 
on North China. 

The victory was announced by 
the Japanese while the embattled 
defenders themselves received 
welcome news that Kweichow and 
Yunnan provinces, heretofore rela- 
tively indifferent to the war, had 
lined up their vast area and re- 
sources in support of the Chinese 
cause. 

The Japanese said reinforce- 
ments crushed the Chinese guer- 
rillas who had attempted to cut 
off Nantungchow, important sup- 
ply base for 10,000 Japanese 
fighters. The town is 60 miles 
north of Shanghai on the Yangtze 
river. 

(At Peiping, Japanese - held 
North China city, all gates were 
reopened after having been closed 
when reports circulated that 13,- 
000 Chinese irregulars were in the 
vicinity. 

eeiping Apprehensive. 

(Although no guerrillas were to 
be found just outside the city 
where they had been reported in 
great numbers, apprehension per- 
sisted in Peiping. The irregulars 
were known to be in possession of 
some towns less than 20 miles 
away.) 

Japanese authorities said the 
victory at Nantungchow relieved 
danger which had threatened a 
Japanese column moving north 
through Kiangsu province. This 
column is aiming at the Lunghai 
railway from the south.

the Tientsin-Pukow railway de- 
spite steadily increasing force on 
both sides. 

Foreign observers brought first- 
hand information from southwest 
China that Kweichow and Yun- 
nan with a combined population 
of at least 20,000,000, had start- 
ed a herculean effort to pour men 
and munitions into the “war unto 
death” against Japan. 

The provinces have set to work 
to build a 750-mile emergency 
highway from Yunnanfu_ to 
Chungking. 

New “Lifeline.” 


Traversing mountainous coun- 
try, this highway “lifeliné” could 
be used, if the occasion arose, for 
the transportation of munitions 
from India and French Indo- 
China into the Yangtze valley. 
Huge armies of coolies are swing- 
ing picks and shovels on the am- 
bitious project. 

In addition, the observers said 
60,000 trained Yunnanese troops 
were heading northward toward 
the front lines ready for imme- 
diate combat duty. 

In the opinion of these observ- 
ers the awakening of China’s 
southwest to the war emergency 
presents a tremendous added ob- 
stacle in the way of Japan’s an- 
nounced determination to “chastise 
China.” 

Munitions were said to be pour- 
ing over the Indo-China railway 
to the Chinese border where thou- 
sands of Chinese civilians take 
care of their transportation. Un- 
counted junks move along the na- 
tion’s innumerable waterways 
bearing these war supplies to the 
Yangtze valley.

velopment of the individual, mind 
and body, seems to have stopped 


dead. Her mind remains that of a 
normal 10-year-old child. The de- 
gree of development of the bones 
in her hands, an almost infallible 
criterion of physical age, is that to 
be expected in the tenth year. She 
thinks and plays like a child and 
all her interests are those of a 
child. She is constantly romping 
and playing with her dolls. 

Now she has just passed her 
30th birthday. She is in St. Eliza- 
beth’s as a mental defective—de- 
fective as a 30-year-old woman, 
but not as a 10-year-old child. 
Naturally she is no more compe- 
tent to make her own way in the 
world than such a little girl. 

“She is a fine, well-behaved lit- 
tle girl,” said Dr. Coyne. “She al- 
ways minds and never gives us 
any trouble.” 

The doctors at St. Elizabeth’s 
know how to “cure her”—to set 
the dwarfed body growing again 
and probably charige her into a 
30-year-old woman — at least 
physically. All that would be nec- 
essary would be to supply the 
missing hormone. But they delib- 
erately withhold the magic drug 
that would break this strange en- 
chantment. The child is happy. 


NATURES WAY TO SUMMER COMFORT—) 
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Why take a chance, they say, on 
changing a happy little girl into 
@ miserably unhappy woman? 

The great difficulty is that they 
do not know what might happen 
to the child’s mind. They have 
little reason to hope that it would 
respond to any growth hormone 
as would the body. About all they 
would accomplish would be _ to 
produce a feeble-minded woman. 
And at the same time the physi- 
cal development might be ac- 
companied by emotional changes 
which would make her anything 
but a “nice, well-behaved little 
girl.” 

So, unless something unexpect- 
ed happens, she will remain a 10- 
year-old child until she dies, and 
there is no reason why she should 
not reach a ripe old age.

ACCORD WITH JAPAN 


General Staff Doubts Ad- 
visability of Continuing 
Anti-Red Alliance. 


(Copyright, 1938, by United Press.) 

BERLIN, May 8.—Japan’s diffi- 
culties in China are causing some 
officers of the German general 
staff to doubt the advisability of 
continuing the loose German- 
Japanese military alliance implied 
in the anti-Communist declaration 
of the two powers: and Italy, the 
United Press learned tonight. 

Public opinion throughout Ger- 
many is becoming increasingly 
pro-Chinese and the man in the 
street, as well as the professional 
soldiers who inspired the German-

nership with Nippon if Japan is 
weakened seriously by her adven- 
ture in China.

_ In this connection, according to 
informants, the German general 
staff is beginning to wonder just 
how effective the Japanese would 
be against Russia. 

Additionally, Germans are con- 
cerned at the prospects of losing 
their considerable markets in 
China.

It is significant there is no talk 
of recalling the German military 
advisers, headed by General Von 
Falkenhausen, who organized the 
modern Chinese army and now are 
reported actively assisting the 
front-line Chinese commanders in 
the great battle for the Lunghai 
railway.

Chief Parker and men of the 
department yesterday praised As- 
sistant Chief Butler’s character. 

“He was a lovable man—the 
granddaddy of the department,” 
said Parker. “The men respected 
and loved him. They looked up 
to him. His position may be fill- 
ed, but there will never be an- 
other Billy Butler.” 

Assistant Chief Butler lived at 
1146 Virginia avenue, N. E. He 
is survived by a son, W, J. Butler; 
a daughter, Mrs. J. R. Wellborn, 
and.three grandchildren.

In The Constitution June 7, 
1936, Harry Phillips, assistant fire 
marshal, wrote a tribute to As- 
sistant Chief Butler, in which he 
said, in part:

“Many a time you have assisted 
in saving people from burning 
buildings, like you did at the dress 
factory fire on Mitchell street 
when you went through smoke and 
flames up a 75-foot aerial ladder 
to rescue some women who were 
suffocated by smoke. 

“After everyone was safe, you 
went back one more time to be 
sure no one was left in the build- 
ing, and when the flames trapped 
you on the top’ floor, had if not 
been for the heroic work of your 
comrades, you would have lost 
your life in that fire.

UNCLE SAM 10 SHIFT 
COUPLE OF BILLIONS 


Foot-Thick Walls at West 
Point Will Hold $2,580- 
000,000 in Silver. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—(?)— 


Uncle Sam will start lugging a, 


couple of billion dollars worth of 
silver to West Point, N. Y., start- 
ing June 1, the treasury disclosed 
today. 

On the army reservation where 
the military academy is situated, 
the last of many tons of concrete 
are being poured into a one-story 
warehouse for the white metal. 

Behind its foot-thick walls are 
23 cubicles which will hold 2,- 
000,000,000 ounces of silver—ap- 
proximately all the silver bullion 
and coin owned by the treasury. 
By act of congress, that much sil- 
ver is worth $1.29 an ounce or 
$2,580,000,000, but its world mar- 
ket value is only 43 cents an 
ounce or $860,000,000. 

The silver now is stored main- 


ly at the government’s mints at 
San Francisco, Denver and Phila- 
delphia. 

Unlike the gold vaults recent- 
ly built at Fort Knox, Ky., the 
West Point building will keep its 
metal above the ground.

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Civil War Mothers Are Honored 
By Second Such Monument in U. S. 


plishments 


By ELLEN ST. JOHN

The city fathers have been 
lauded, but what of the city 
mothers? Markers have been 
erected to the military heroes of 
the Civil War, but what of the 
daughters, sweethearts and wives 
—patriots of the fireside? 

Yesterday afternoon these un- 


sung heroines, the Atlanta Pioneer 
Women of 1847-1869, were paid 
enduring honor in a monument 
unvéiled and presented to the city 
in Piedmont park, near the Four- 
teenth street entrance. Mrs. Lola 
W. Clement, president of the Pio- 
neer Women Society, presented the 
memorial to Mayor Hartsfield for 
the city. 

Not only is it the first such 
monument in Atlanta, but the sec- 
ond in America; the first being lo- 
cated in Oklahoma. 

The ceremonies began at 5 
o’clock when “America” was 
played by. the All-Girl Military 
band, 142 high school girls direct- 
ed by H. A. Taylor. 

Humphries in Tribute. 

Judge John D. Humphries spoke 
of women who were first in edu- 
cation, first in religion and first 
in hospitalization. 

“The first school in Atlanta was 
taught by a woman, Miss Martha 
Reed. Before 1848 the school was 
-established in a rude shanty near 
Dunning’s foundry and the Geor- 
gia Railroad.” 

Judge Humphries dramatically 
held up a small hymn book which 
was given to his great-uncle by 
a society of Atlanta women who 


distributed the books to Confed- 
erate soldiers during the battle 
days. Inscribed in gold letters on 
the front were the words, “Hymns 
for Camp.” 

“At the beginning of the war,” 
Judge Humphries said, “the At- 
lanta Relief and Hospital Asso- 
ciation was organized in the old 
Wesley chapel, situated at the 
junction of Houston and Pryor 
streets, where the Candler build- 
ing now stands. Its ubject was to 
relieve the suffering of the sick 
and wounded Confederate soldiers. 
Mrs. Isaac Winship was elected 
president of the association.” 

Atlanta’s First Flag. 

A woman’s hands made Atlan- 
ta’s first flag. “In- 1859, Miss 
Josephine E. Hanleiter presented 
to the Gate City Guard a costly 
silken flag, modcled after the 
Stars and Stripes. Before the de- 
parture of the guard, in 1861, for 
service in Virginia, she altered the 
flag to the Confederate Stars and 
Bars,” he said.

AAA 1S ALARMED 
AT BiG WHEAT CROP 


Growers Will Be Asked for 
Record Reduction if In- 
dications Are Realized. 


By OVID A. MARTIN. 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—(?)— 
If present prospects of a bumper 
wheat crop materialize, growers 
will be asked to make this fall 
the most drastic reduction in 
plantings ever proposed in the ad- 


ministration’s crop control pro- 
grams, officials of the agricul- 
tural adjustment administration 
said today. 

The 1939 wheat program— 
which must be announced by July 
15 under terms of the new farm 
act—may call for a 37.5 per cent 
reduction in the acreage seeded 
to the bread grain this season, 
they said. 

Growers who this season plant- 
ed approximately 80,000,000 acres 
would be asked to reduced their 
operations to about 50,000,000 
acres—the smallest since before 
the World War. 

While the nation normally needs 
but 750,000,000 bushels annually 
to supply domestic and export re- 
quirements, Agriculture Depart- 
ment crop experts said, present 
prospects point to a harvest of be- 
tween 925,000,000 and 1,000,000,- 
000 bushels this summer. In ad- 
dition, a surplus of 200,000,000 
bushels from last year’s crop is 
expected generally. 

Thus, AAA officials said, the na- 
tion would be confronted with a 
“price-depressing” surplus of be- 
tween 375,000,000 and 450,000,000 
bushels of wheat, compared with 
378,000,000 in 1933, the highest on 
record. .

STOCK EXCHANGE REVERBERATIONS 

The noise of the Whitney episode continues 
to reverberate in the corridors of the New York 
Stock Exchange. As in other similar explosions, 
hundreds of suggestions have been made to 
make impossible a repetition of such unfor- 
tunate affairs. Most of them, however, are im- 
practicable and absurd. But the plan to in- 
corporate stock houses, advanced by younger 
members of the exchange, is not without merit. 

Such a change in the rules of the exchange, 
it is contended, would protect the interests of 
the public much more adequately than mem- 
bership on the old and present partnership 
basis. While the latter plan was designed and 
kept in force to make available all the re- 
sources of members in case of failure, experi- 
ence has shown most partners have been strip- 
ped of their assets long before the difficulties 
which brought about the failure were made 
public. 

Another point made by the advocates of the 
corporate plan is that capital interests in a 


partnership can be withdrawn at any time, 
without violation of the law or without the 


public or even the exchange being aware of it, 
This would be obviated under the corporation 
idea. Capital stock in a corporation cannot be 
withdrawn in this manner. Board action would 
be necessary. Legal notice of dissolution is 
required. ; 

Furthermore, it is contended, a partnership 
can be and is frequently weakened by the death 
of a partner, as well as by withdrawal of in- 
terests. Capital interests in a corporation can- 
not be withdrawn either by death or by retiring 
stockholders. Of course, the proposed corpora- 
tions would be bound by the same stringent 
rules and regulations as regards operations as 
is now required of partner memberships in the 
exchange. All officers would be under sufficient 
bond to protect the corporation against de- 
falcations or other wrongdoings. 

One of the chief arguments, however, against 
incorporation is that it does away with the un- 
limited lability imposed on partnership mem- 
bers. But this should be weighed against the 
disadvantage encountered when it is too late 
to do anything about them, such as dissipation 
of assets in advance of the announcement of a 
failure. Liability for loss means nothing if the 
assets behind it already have been squandered. 
A few years spent at Sing Sing never yet have 
been known to return lost resources to innocent 
investors. 

But regardless of the angle from which the 
problem is approached, one single fact stands 
out. Whenever a failure occurs, the party who 
has had nothing to do with the manipulations 
that helped to bring it about, the American in- 
vestor, is the one who pays the bill. It is sin- 
cerely to be desired that some plan be devised 
adequately to protect him against these un- 
necessary losses, which seem to come year after 
year despite rules and regulations. 


A REMARKABLE RECORD 

One of the most remarkable records ever 
achieved by a governmental activity is reported 
by the Federal Housing Administration. 
Through March 31 last, according to Admin- 
istrator Stewart McDonald, the ratio of loss on 
mortgages on homes, issued by the FHA, has 
been but one thousandth of one per cent. 

Reduced to dollars and cents, the total loss 
is only $13,229 on 220.475 mortgages with a 
gross value of $902,634,417. 

There is emphatic evidence in these figures 
that the home-owning citizens of this country 
constitute a class whose intrinsic stability yet 
provides a firm anchor through times of eco- 
nomic storm. When any agency, government 
or otherwise, can issue mortgages on almost 
a quarter of a million of American homes and 
suffer a loss so negligible, the American nation 
is evidently firmly established on the rock. No 
promuilgators of incendiary theory can hope to 
make much headway against a nation of home 
owners of such caliber. 

The record also speaks, of course, for the 
care exercised by the FHA officials who passed 
upon the risks to be assumed. This agency 
Was supposed only to accept, for loans, such 
home properties as provided first-class security 
both intrinsically and upon the less material, 
but no less essential, factor of their owners’ 
character. 

Undoubtedly, when Uncle Sam insured the 
FHA mortgages, he guaranteed a gilt edge in- 
vestment.

FOREIGN TRADE WEEK 


Of unusual interest this year is the celebra- 
tion of National Foreign Trade Week. Secre- 
tary Hull’s reciprocal trade treaty policy has 
been reflected in greatly increased exports at 
a time when domestic business has been in the 
doldrums. 

Recently concluded treaties, particularly the 
Czechoslovakian pact, have included great bene- 
fits to the south. For that reason Georgians 
will feel an affinity for those whose principal 
occupation is that of trade with the far nations 
of the world. 

The value of the export trade to Georgia is 
amply illustrated in the recently announced 
estimates of imports and exports for February. 
Georgia sent goods valued at $882,687 to other 
lands. Most of this was cotton, both raw and 
processed, from which the farmer and the busi- 
nessman both received benefits. This, of course, 
included only those goods shipped from Georgia 
ports, and does not reflect the total of state 
products sent to foreign countries. 

One agency, the value of which has been 
largely overlooked and which has sought little 
recognition for its work, will be particularly 
honored during this week—observed May 22-28. 
This is the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce of the United States Department of 
Commerce. From its attaches in the far cor- 
ners of the world come the links of information 
that enable the American merchant intelli- 
gently to contact and sell the goods of this 
country. 

Foreign trade with its new meaning to the 
peace of the world is an engrossing subject, one 
well worth the study of every Georgian. 


8 RELIEF IN CHINA 


Because of invasion and disruption of their 
country by the Japanese army, more than 50,- 
000,000 Chinese, innocent and unarmed civilians, 
are in a state of destitution. To provide relief 
on a more satisfactory basis to these unfortu- 
nate people five national organizations, now ac- 
tive in the work, are uniting their efforts. The 
consolidated organization, to be known as the 
United Council for Civilian Relief in China, is 
under the direction of Theodore Rgosevelt Jr. 

One of the main purposes of the consolida- 
tion, at least for the immediate future, will be 
the promotion of the national “Bowl of Rice” 
balls to be held simultaneously in hun@¥®eds of 
cities throughout the country on Friday eve- 
ning, June 17. 

Unifying the efforts of the independent re- 
lief forces is expected to produce maximum re- 
sults. It will put 4,000,000 members of organized 
labor behind the movement, as well as 2,000,000 
women affiliated with labor, a group of nation- 
ally-known industrial leaders, financiers, edu- 
cators, religious and civic leaders and a special 
committee of 70 social leaders in New York city. 

The greater proportion of the victims are 
women and children, the usual sufferers on such 
occasions. Wherever war strikes it always has 
been this way. Terrified, starving children 
wandering about, mothers searching frantically 
for lost children, fathers in the army. Horror, 
suffering and misery at every hand. But the 
American people, who, at no time in the history 
of the nation, have failed to contribute to the 
relief of less fortunate people, will continue to 
provide food for the starving wherever they 
may be. 


NOT SO STARTLING 

The announcement by British War Minister 
Hore-Belisha that he plans to draft women into 
the army in the event of a future war sounds 
startling, but on second thought is not so new 
or surprising. 

To all intents and purposes women of Britain 
served in the army during the last World War. 
Under the name of the Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps, better known as the WAACS, they served 
in many capacities which would otherwise have 
been: the duty of enlisted meh. True, they did 
not go into the trenches, but neither does Hore- 
Belisha indicate any such plans for the future. 

There is no reason, in this modern world, 
why women should not be drafted and drilled 
and used for many back-of-the-lines duties in 
time of war. So many more men would thus 
be freed for combat service. 

As a matter of fact, the advent of the bomb- 
ing plane has brought warfare home, to modern 
women, in its most fearful form. They, and 
their children, are the victims of war when 
bombs rain down upon their defenseless homes 
from the skies. Many women, .undoubtedly, 
would welcome opportunity to serve in any 
capacity which would make their country safer 
from attack. 

It is, basically, a sad commentary upon the 
low estate to which mankind has fallen when 
women must once again adopt the Amazon role. 
But all modern war is a sad reflection upon 
the vaunted “civilization” of the modern world. 

We are fast becoming, in actual truth, little 
more than a race of mechanized barbarians. 
Unless the expected, and sore needed, spiritual 
awakening comes, and comes quickly, all hu- 
manity, men, women and children alike, will 
find themselves little more than victims of blind 
hate and greed, sheeplike fodder for the death 
machines of the war lords.

To many of us here in America

of Agriculture officials “the new 
crop control act looks pretty bad 
in our part of the country.” 

In Washington, principally to 
straighten out kinks in the soil 
depletion program, the Burke 
county delegation of six conferred 
with senators Walter F. George 
and Richard B. Russell Jr., and 
Representative Hugh Peterson, of 
Ailey, in whose congressional dis- 
trict Burke is located, and also 
with I. W. Duggan, director of the 
southern division of the AAA. 

Although Burke county grew 
45,000 bales of cotton last year, 
the AAA has allotted it 104,000 
acres for soil depletion (food and 
feed crops for home consumption) 
this year, which Cates and Tucker 
clsim is at least 21,000 acres less 
than their needs require.

said, “the department has. been 
allowing certain acreage for cot- 
ton and if we didn’t go beyond 
the limit set, we could plant other 
crops and benefit payments would 
be made to us. 

“This year, if our acreage is 
taken out of cotton we can’t plant 
other crops unless the department 
gives us specific permission. If 
we do plant acreage taken out of 
cotton in any other crops with- 
out the permission of the depart- 
ment, we are penalized $4 for ev- 
ery acre planted and the $4 will 
be taken out of any benefits to 
which we are entitled under the 
soil conservation act. In other 
words, we are damned if we do 
and damned if we don’t. We don’t 
know what to do.” 

Director Duggan, a Georgia boy 
whose father was at one time 
commissioner of education of the 
state, and who knows the south- 
east cotton situation, is most sym- 
pathetic to the dilemma faced by 
Burke county growers, according 
to Cates, but, at present, he does 
not know what he can do about 
it. Duggan promised, however, 
he would do his best to find a so- 
lution.

In practically every institution 
devoted to the care of the insane, 
physicians are studying the ef- 
fects of insulin shock and of a 
convulsive drug called metrazol. 
Apparently some profound change 
occurs in the constitution of peo- 
ple with dementia praecox or 
schizophrenia following such treat- 
ments.

ROOSEVELT. URGES 
EFFORTS 10 BUILD 
‘A BETTER WORLD’ 


Hull Reads Plea for Co-op- 
eration in International 
Broadcast. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt looked over 
the troubled international scene 
and called today for “a joint ef- 
fort in construing a new and bet- 
ter world order.” 

A message from the President, 
who is returning to the capital 
from a vacation at sea, was read 
by Secretary of State Hull in an 
international broadcast on “Eco- 
a Co-operation in the Amer- 
cas. 


Spare No Effort. 

Apparently referring to his ad- 
ministration’s program of recipro- 
cal tariff reductions, Mr. Roose- 
velt declared: 

“The government of the United 
States is pledged to a course of 
international economic co-opera- 
tion and will spare no effort in 
loyally continuing on that course.” 

Co-operation in the solution of 
economic problems offers one of 
the practical approaches to the task 
which the world must undertake. 

“There is a general and grow- 
ing realization that no nation or 
group of nations can enjoy pros- 
perity and plenty when a large 
part of the world is in economic 
distress.” 

Prepared to Act. 

The nations of the western hem- 
isphere, the President commented, 
are prepared to accept and act 
upon these conclusions, as is evi- 
denced by the resolutions of re- 
cent inter-American conferences.

Found Hiding Face Behind Paper 


Floridan Cries, “You'll Never Take Me Alive,” Then Su- 
perficially Slashes Throat; Confession Includes 
Poem to Two Daughters He Killed. 


TAMPA, Fla, May 8.—(4)— 
Paul F. Bunge, 52-year-old poet 
suspected of killing his wife and 


two little daughters, was arrested 
today after he wounded himself 
with a pocket knife. Detective 
Chief Bush said he had made a 
detailed confession. 

Bunge was picked up here early 
today by two.police officers who 
became ssupicious because he held 
a newspaper over his face as they 
approached. 

Then, Bush related, the man 
cried out, “I know you want me, 
but you will never take me alive,” 
drew a small knife from his pocket 
and slashed his throat. 

The wound was superficial. 

At police headquarters Bush re- 
ported Bunge said, “I have no ali- 
bis. I am ready to pay what- 
ever penalty the state exacts.” 

Letter Told of Pact. 

The bodies of Mrs. Bunge and 
her two children were found in 
their apartment last Monday aft- 
er an elder daughter, Ingeborg 
Bunge, telephoned police franti- 
cally from Pittsburgh, saying she 
had received a letter indicating 
her parents had entered into a 
suicide pact over their destitute 
circumstances and that all would 
be dead by the time she received 
it. 

Mrs. Bunge’s throat had been 
cut and the body placed in a bath- 
tub. The children, Edith, 9, and 
Nina, 6, were found chloroformed 
in their beds, their dolls in their 
arms. Police immediately started 
a hunt for Bunge.

They tell me next 
Sunday will be Dogwood Sunday and every road 
will be blocked with cars bringing people from 
far and near to enjoy the beauty of the road and 
of others near the hill. 

Our hosts. Mr. and Mrs. George Waldo, have 
inherited a house which belonged to Mr. and 
Mrs. Shackleton, who were among the first col- 
lectors of American antiques and whose books 
have guided many others along that pleasant path. The, house is 
charming and what the Waldos have added is in keeping with the 
old part of it. There are extremely beautiful and valuable old 
pieces of furniture. Where they have had to supplement it, they 
have done so with reproductions made in Connecticut by a crafts- 
man whose designs are beautiful. 

Many pieces of furniture are written up in the Shackeltons’ 
books. Other pieces, not included in the books, have little historical 
notes left with them, written by Mrs. Shackelton, which add greatly 
to the interest of the present owners in their possessions. Without 
these notes, they could never have known where and how certain 
thing¢g have been acquired and what the history of any particular 
piece might be. 

The garden is charming, too. At lunch, I could hardly take my 
eyes off the old fruit trees, which were shedding their blossoms on 
the grass below and making it look like a snowstorm surrounded 
with spring green. The tulips were gay on the terrace and a most 
gorgeots old tulip tree shaded the house. 

Mr. and Mrs. Waldo are just the people to live there, for it is a 
place which should be loved and they love it and have imparted 
their appreciation to both of their daughters, who seem really to 
have a sense of the beauty they have in their keeping. 

Mrs. Scheider and I drove to Hyde Park from there, dined with 
my sister-in-law and went down to a meeting in a Paughkeepsie 
high school, where I spoke on peace for the benefit of Bard College.

ENGLISH SCHOOLS FAVOR 
EXERCISE FOR THE 
AVERAGE BOY. ~- 


The next time a Yank goes to 
Oxford, he will find a change in 
the place. After more than 700 
years, during which playing fields 
furnished the athletic student 
with exercise and a chance for 
glory, the university wants a 
gymnasium for the average boy. 
This demand for formal gymnas- 
tics is significant of what is hap- 
pening throughout the English 
school system. 


The English schools have been 
justly famous for their playing 
fields. At least one historic victory 
of the English troops was cred- 
ited to the dauntless. spirit en- 
gendered by team games. But a 
few years ago progressive edu- 
cators began to pcnder the value 
of these games to the average 
boy, and their discoveries made 
them shake their heads. 


The average boy, they found, 
has some minor physical defect 
and unless corrective measures 
are taken such defects tend to 
become steadily worse. A weak- 
ness of the spine may become 
curvature of the spine, and weak- 
ness of the feet may develop into 
flat feet. Mr. Harry Evans, head- 
master of the Betteshanger School 
in Kent, summed up the new 
movement as follows:

| boys in perfect physical condition 


and any school can turn out 
cream at the top. But the average 
boy with a minor physical defect 
is not only handicapped at the 
games but some of them are alto- 
gether wrong for him and may 
cause the defect to grow more 
pronounced. The average boy is 
one who is important, and the 
object of the new movement in 
physical education is to meet his 
needs. We want him to have the 
physical training that will develop 
a strong physique.” 

You may be one of those for- 
tunate parents whose youngster 
has no defects to overcome, but 
if. your child is the average you 
will be keenly interested in the 
Betteshanger program. On enter- 
ing the school a new boy is given 
a thorough medical examination, 
exercises are pre- 
scribed by the examining physi-

cian. These exercises are then 
his school. curriculum. ! 

Most of the exercises demon- 
strated by a group from Bette- 
shanger for the American schools 
were patterned on the old Greek 
athletes, and were evolved by 
Miss Margaret Morris, of London. 
Stretching and balancing exer- 
cises for posture correction and 
foot exercises were stressed. 
Breathing is synchronized with 
the movements and the exercises 
are performed to music. 

In many of the American 
schools gymnasiums and swim- 
ming pools provide healthful rec- 
reation for the students, and the 
latest trend in this country is 
toward adaptive games. The Eng- 
lish movement, however, has be- 
come so general in a compara- 
tively short time that we watch 
its growth with a lively interest. 
The English gymnasiums may be- 
come as famous as the playing 
fields.

Utilities Have Not Suffered 
in Investment Rating, Au- 
thority Finds.

NEW YORK, Iu: y 8.—If recov- 


follow the normal procedure after 
depression, it is the bonds of the 
strictly investment type which 
should lead the way. That is es- 
pecially true when the recovery 
comés about, first of all, because 
of monetary influences, as may 
well be the case today. 

There has been no credit strin- 
gency during this recession. There 
was, however, a deliberate effort 


on the part of the government to 
forestall a credit inflation which 
never .materialized. -This_ effort 
did prevent additional expansion 
of the credit base and doubtless 
had an unfavorable effect. The 
policy has now been completely 
altered, deflationary measures 
having been abandoned and in- 
flationary devices substituted. 

The question, then, is how soon 
these forces will show themselves 
in prices and to what extent. All 
that has been seer so far is a 
stimulus to the government bond 
market and the beginning of what 
seems to be a substantial revival 
of new corporate financing. That 
is a good deal, to be sure, but it 
does not as yet throw much light 
upon the future of the stock mar- 
ket. 

Ordinarily, a movement of this 
kind would show itself in railroad 
securities in its earliest stage. This 
has not happened for reasons that 
are well khown. The railroad in- 
dustry is in desperate straits, and 
its distress has affected the mar- 
ket for even what used to be the 
most favored investment medium, 
the first mortgage bonds of the 
strongest systems. There has been 
a slight improvement in this quar- 
ter, but only slight. } 

On the other hand, the uti.ities, 
which have been, or thought they 
have been, hard pressed under the 
New Deal, have not suffered ma- 
terially in investment rating. It 
is to the obligations of this group, 
therefore, that we should look for 
leadership. By that test, the out- 
look is highly favorable. 

As things stand now, stocks are 
approximately between the highs 
and lo. - of the year. The imme- 
diate trend is indeterminate. The 
market has displayed considerable 
resistance to unfavorable news and 
has progressed in spite of wide- 
spread pessimism in the financial 
district. Stocks are “in strong 
hands,” as the phrase is. 

The next few weeks ought to tell 
the story.
